*Neue Volkszeitung," the 
oldest 
anti-Nazi German-language -weekly 
newspaper, will speak at a meeting 
of the Rotary club in the Elks' home

During Ms life, Seger has been ft 


newspaperman in various German 
cities, a foreign correspondent in 
Paris, Geneva, Warsaw, Prague, and 
Vienna, and"served as a member 
of the German Beichstag from 1930 
to 1933 on the committee on foreign 
affairs. 


He was imprisoned by the 


N«ds in 1933, spending' three 
months in jail, and six months 
in the first concentration camp 
at 
Oranienburg; near Berlin, 


T>efore escaping to Czechoslov- 
akia and England. 


Seger came to the United States 


in 1934 as a visitor, returning per- 
manently in 1935 under the Ger- 
man immigration quota- After be- 
coming a citizen in 1942, he served 
with the office of strategic services 
and as an instructor for the Army 
orientation and Navy V-12 courses.

IN NOVEMBER, 1945, Seger was 


called to Nuremberg, Germany, by 
the TT. S. chief prosecutor, Supreme 
Court Justice Robert Jackson, as a 
witness for the prosecution. His 
testimony was accepted by the mili- 
tary tribunal, and in1- a'dditionj he 
worked for some time with the 
American prosecution "on individual 
briefs against several ,-Nazj. defend- 
ants.

In a new move to combat, inflation 
by making borrowing more difficult, 
the Federal Reserve board today 
ordered its. member banks to in- 
crease'their reserves by nearly S2,- 
000,000,000. 
This is one of a series of steps to
